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£200k loan plan 
for hall project

AN EXTRA £200,000 could be 
borrowed by Newmarket Town 
Council to cover any shortfall 
in funding for the £1.2 million 
refurbishment of the town’s 
Memorial Hall. 

The council has already borrowed 
£1 million to get the project under way. 
But councillors are worried that costs 
may rise once builders send in detailed 
costings for the work which is due to 
start this autumn. 

Cllr Bill Burch, former mayor and 
former chairman of the town council’s 
Memorial Hall regeneration committee, 
sounded a warning about extra borr¬ 
owing at a council meeting this week. 

He said government spending restric¬ 
tions may stop councils from putting up 
their tax demands next year. 

This year the town council has raised 
its precept - the amount charged to 
householders - by more than 16 per cent 
to cover the interest repayments on two 
Public Works loans of £500,000 each. 

Cllr Chris Turner, another former 
mayor who now chairs the Memorial Hall 
committee, said there would be further 
discussion among councillors before any 
decisions were taken about getting an 
additional loan.

“If there is any shortfall we should 
get a clear mandate from the town 
council at the fuly meeting,” he said. 

Cllr Turner said it was “silly to 
speculate” about what might happen if 
there was a shortfall. 

But Cllr Bill Sadler asked: “As you 
won’t get the tenders back till August 
how will we be able to decide in fuly 
whether this extra loan is needed?” 

Cllr Burch asked for confirmation 
whether the government would 
prevent any council tax rises next year. 

Cllr Mick fefferys, the current mayor, 
said town clerk Isabelle Barrett was due 
to attend a meeting next week when 
more information would be given to 
councils about tax levels. 

The Memorial Hall, built to 
commemorate King Edward VII, was 
“inherited” by the town council from 
Forest Heath District Council 10 years 
ago. 

It has undergone repairs to replace 
rotten timbers, leaking roofs and worn 
out electrics and heating. The town 
council, which has its offices in the 
High Street hall, has said it costs 
thousands of pounds a year to 
maintain. 

The town council had hoped for a 
grant from Forest Heath towards the 
work, but its application was turned 
down. 

It is still pursuing a grant application 
from the Big Tottery Fund, but it can 
only apply for a maximum of £62,000. 

An application for £27,500 from 
Suffolk Environmental Trust Fund is to 
be submitted and a further £15,000 will 
be asked for from the Cemex fund. 

So far £18,000 has been allocated by 
the Corporate Regeneration Fund. 


First timbers cut 
for ‘Ark’ building

WORK will begin next 
week on a massive 
wooden community 
church in a village. 

The green oak church and 
community building in 
Isleham, known as “The Ark” 
will cover an incredible 3,500 
square metres when it is 
eventually 
finished. 

The huge 
structure will 
be built using 
large pieces 
of oak, with 
members of 
the village’s 
High Street 
Church doing 
most of the 
work them¬ 
selves. 

The church 
has just finished setting up a 
sawmill on the edge of 
Isleham and the first timbers 
will be cut on Tuesday. 

Project leader Paul Hedger, 




who has worked with wood for 
three decades, said: “We found 
that the region’s sawmills 
could cut beams up to only 
25ft long but our new building

needs beams 35-40ft long. 

“We decided the best way to 
get the wooden members we 
wanted was to make them 
ourselves. 

“The industrial machinery 
will allow us to handle and 


work very large pieces of 
wood, some up to 3.5 tons in 
weight and 40 foot long.” 

Mr Hedger added: “When 
the wooden frame starts to go 
together however we will be 
using joinery techniques that 
were developed centuries ago. 

“When the machines have 
done their work it will be 
down to men with 
woodworking tools to join 
them together and create a 
building which when 
complete will be pleasing to 
the eye and take care of both 
the spiritual and community 
needs of the people who live 
around it.” 

Workers have already 
acquired 1,000 very large oak 
logs both locally and from the 
New Forest ahead of the start 
of construction. 

The sawmill that was built 
to work the mighty oak beams 
was itself an ambitious project 
that has taken a year to 
complete. 

Three full-time staff will be 
working on the project, which 
is expected to take three to 
four years to complete.

NEW bin collection days came into 
operation this week in the Forest 
Heath and St Edmundsbury 
council areas. 

The changes, aimed at saving 
money and reducing the carbon 
footprint of refuse collection 
lorries, mean that most of the 
75,000 households in the two 
areas, which include Newmarket 
and Haverhill, have had to switch 
the bins they put out for collection. 


On the first day of the 
changeover, on Monday this week, 
the councils had around 300 calls 
from householders confused by 
the switch and a dustcart had to 
be sent to empty bins which had 
not been put out in time. 

Cllr Tony Simmons, Forest 
Heath’s member champion for the 
environment, who launched the 
changeover in Newmarket with Cllr 
Peter Stevens, St Edmundsbury’s 


waste portfolio holder, said: “Most 
of it went very well apart from one 
snag - even though we put tags 
on the bins and sent letters to 
every household.” 

The reorganisation was also 
linked with a change of waste 
disposal contractor. But Cllr 
Simmons said the two councils, 
which have a waste “partnership”, 
would have made the changes any 
way to save money and reduce 


their carbon footprint. 

“The whole object is to cut 
costs and make the service more 
efficient. On balance I think we 
have been quite successful,” he 
said.

AIUDGE described Red Lodge as “an 
awfully rough place” - and the 
defendant he was sentencing agreed 
with him. 

Omar Parfett, 19, admitted a public 
order offence of using behaviour 
likely to cause harassment, alarm or 
distress, when he appeared before 
District fudge David Cooper at Bury St 
Edmunds magistrates’ court on 
Tuesday. 

fudge Cooper described it as a 
particularly shocking offence, 
because Parfett had threatened to 
rape a woman and to get people to 
beat her up. 

The court heard that the incident 
arose after bad feeling developed 
between Parfett, the woman he had 
threatened and her partner. 

Claire Lockwood, defending, said a 
brick had been thrown through his 
mother’s window, and the fact that 
her client suffers from ADHD 
(Attention-Deficit Hyperactivity 
Disorder) could have to some extent 
explained his reaction. 

fudge Cooper said: “It sounds like 
an awfully rough place”, to which 
Parfett replied, “Yes, it is pretty bad”. 

Parfett, of Warren Road, Red Lodge, 
was given a 12-week prison sentence, 
suspended for a year, with a condition 
that he is made the subject of a 
supervision order for three months. 

judge Cooper also imposed a 
restraining order preventing Parfett 
from contacting Rachel Munroe or 
Robert Mills. 

fudge Cooper said: “This was very 
bad. I know it is only words, but I 
should think she was pretty terrified.” 


Temporary 
loos planned 
at play park 


TEMPORARY toilets are 
set to be sited in a pop¬ 
ular children’s play park 
next summer after the 
closure of a nearby public 
toilet block. 

The toilets in Newmarket

Memorial Hall are due to close 
in September as part of a cost¬ 
cutting exercise by Forest Heath 
District Council.

cost of around £6,000 to 
provide temporary toilets in the 
gardens next summer. 

Town councillors this week 
opted for Portaloos from three 
bids submitted by suppliers. 

Cllr Mick fefferys, the mayor, 
said the toilets would be 
installed to cover the period 
from May to September when 
the gardens are most heavily 
used. 

Forest Heath District 
Council’s community services 
committee is due to discuss the 
issue - together with proposals 
to close existing toilets in 
Mildenhall, Lakenheath and 
Brandon - at a meeting on 
Tuesday. 

The district council will save 
around £40,000 a year by 


closing the toilets. 

A report to district coun¬ 
cillors says that redundancy 
payments for staff who clean 
the toilets could amount to 
around £3,000. 

Town councillor Bill Burch 
argued that new permanent 
toilets were needed in New¬ 
market. 

“I don’t think it’s right to just 
have them between May and 
September,” he said. 

Cllr fefferys said: “This is a 
good compromise, but I agree 
we should be looking for a 
permanent solution. But there’s 
nothing we can do until we can 
afford, or find funding, for a 
permanent facility.”

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Jail for addict 
who assaulted 
four teenagers 


A DRUG addict has been 
jailed after launching an 
unprovoked attack on a 
group of teenagers. 

Nicola Osborne confronted 
the youngsters near a car park 
in Newmarket on May 16 last 
year. 

The 35-year-old, of Howard 
De Walden Way, Newmarket, 
slapped one of the teenagers 
around the face so hard the 
girl was still suffering pain 
three weeks later. 

Osborne launched the att¬ 
ack because she wrongly 
believed that one of the 
teenagers had stolen her 
mobile phone. 

She had been drinking cider 
and was addicted to Class A 
drugs at the time. 

Osborne was jailed for 15 
months at Ipswich Crown 
Court last Wednesday. 

The court heard she app¬ 
roached the youngsters and 
slapped a 14-year-old girl 
around the face. The girl told 
officers that she did not

understand what Osborne had 
been saying to her. 

The attack then moved on 
to one of the girl’s friends who 
Osborne also struck in the 
face, then another girl and 
finally to a boy who was 
smacked in the face with a 
handbag. 

In a statement, the 14-year- 
old girl said she recently fled 
after seeing a woman who 
reminded her of Osborne. 

One of the other victims 
blamed failing her GCSE’s on 
the attack and is now having 
to retake them. 

Prosecutor Michael Crimp 
said that Osborne had pleaded 
guilty to a charge of affray but 
only on the eve of her trial. 
She had denied four offences 
of assault up to that point. 

The court heard that she 
had a string of previous 
convictions, including assault 
and affray. 


lude Durr, mitigating, said 
that Osborne had a “deeply 
unhappy” childhood and had 
become reliant on alcohol and 
drugs. 

He added: “There is no 
doubt that this was a part¬ 
icularly disgraceful episode.” 

However, fudge David 
Goodin said the offence was 
so serious that only imm¬ 
ediate custody was approp¬ 
riate. 

He said: “It was a violent 
and brutal and disgraceful 
onslaught consistent with the 
sort of behaviour you have 
shown so often in the past.” 

Osborne, who had been in 
breach of a conditional dis¬ 
charge order imposed by 
magistrates in fanuary last 
year for an unconnected 
matter, was ordered to serve 
seven days in prison, con¬ 
current to the 15-month 
sentence, for breaching the 
order.

Chief officer warns of‘grim’

CHIEF Constable lulie 
Spence has spoken about 
how her force faces some 
“grim” cuts and has 
warned that frontline 
policing could suffer.

Now the force is gearing 
up for tougher times. 

Speaking in her latest 
podcast, Mrs Spence said: 
“As you might expect, we

are constantly seeking 
ways of saving money, 
and work had already 
intensified in anticipation 
of lean times ahead, 


including the setting up 
of a budget task force to 
examine each and every 
suggestion for economi¬ 
sing. 

Mrs Spence, who retires 
in September, said it will 
be a tough task to protect 
frontline policing. 

She said: “However 
grim the clampdown on 
spending becomes, our 
priority - indeed our duty 
- is to ensure that we 
continue to police 
communities and 

neighbourhoods at 
today’s levels. 

“That will not be easy 
and if further cuts come 
there is no doubt that 
despite our best efforts 
there will be an impact on 
frontline services.”

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Jobs freeze for 
police as cuts 
begin to bite 

NO new police officers will be 
employed in Suffolk after 
September as part of a range of 
cost-cutting measures aimed at 
saving £1.14 million. 

The recruitment freeze will save 
£400,000. A further £86,000 will be 
saved by not filling vacant civilian 
posts and a further £142,000 is due 
to be saved from civilian job 
reductions which could come next 
year. 

It is unclear at this stage whether 
further cuts will involve redundan¬ 
cies, but a spokeswoman for the 
Suffolk Police Authority said any 
additional cuts would be subject to 
approval by members of the 
authority. 

The authority also agreed to 
prepare for savings of up to 20 per 
cent for the period to 2014. 

Colin Spence, police authority 
chairman, said: “The police 
authority has approved the 
proposals put forward by the 
constabulary to achieve the in-year 
savings required by the Home 
Office. 

“The measures outlined are the 
first step towards achieving savings 
that we expect to significantly 
increase over the coming year. 

“We will be working closely with 
the constabulary to continue to 
deliver the best possible service to 
the public, but the challenges we 
face are significant.” 

Deputy chief constable lacqui 
Cheer said in her report to the 
authority: “The potential future 
savings required represent a 
significant risk to the effective 
delivery of service. 

“The risk can be mitigated 
through the adoption of a nimble 
yet robust process to enable the 
constabulary and the authority to 
make timely decisions and we will 
need to be bold in both our 
thoughts and decisions.” 

Suffolk Police Federation said 
they were concerned about the 
impact of cuts on the force which 
already has one of the smallest 
budgets in the country. 


Wards closed 
as vomit bug 
strikes again 

FOUR wards at a hospital which 
take patients from the Newmarket 
area have been closed after an 
outbreak of a diarrhoea and 
vomiting virus. 

Some of the wards at West Suffolk 
Hospital, Bury St Edmunds, were 
closed in January after an outbreak 
of nororvirus, also known as winter 
vomiting virus. 

Now 20 patients in wards G3, G4, 
G5 and G8 have the symptoms of 
the highly contagious virus and 
were closed to new patients. 

Gwen Nuttall, chief operating 
officer at the hospital, said: “We 
would advise anyone who has had 
diarrhoea or vomiting to stay away 
from the hospital for at least 72 
hours after they have recovered, 
even if they feel better. Otherwise 
they run the risk of unknowingly 
passing the highly contagious 
illness on to someone who is 
already sick.” 

Visiting on the affected wards is 
being restricted to evenings, 
between 7pm and 8pm, while 
children under the age of 12 have 
been urged to stay away. 


Artist’s appeal over 
empty coach house 


ARTIST Jacquie Jones is 
appealing to a council 
to let her have free use 
of an historic coach 
house to establish a 
picture gallery and 
workshops. 

Jacquie, based in 
Newmarket, has asked Forest 
Heath District Council to 
allow her to use the council- 
owned coach house in the 
town’s Palace House Stable 
complex for three months 
rent-free to establish an arts 
centre. 

She said: “It could be 
amazing. Five years have 
been wasted while it’s been 
empty since the council 
bought it. 

“We would really market it 
for three months and 
everyone would benefit. 
Only a third of children ever 
go into art galleries but they 
could make use of the facility 
as well. 

“I feel no-one appreciates 
the historical value of 
Newmarket. 

“If people agree with me 
perhaps they will write to the 
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district council to support 
me.” 

But the town council is 
also interested in moving in 
to the Coach House, in 
Palace Street, while its offices 
in the Memorial Hall in the 
High Street are being 
redeveloped this autumn. 

Cllr Chris Turner, who 
chairs the town council’s 
Memorial Hall regeneration 
committee, told a council 
meeting this week that the 
Coach House was being 
looked at as a possible 
temporary location. 

“It’s not the only option, 
but it’s one possibility,” he 
said. 

Town councillors are due 
to visit the Coach House to 
view the facilities before 
deciding whether it could be 
used. 

The Coach House, which 
includes five offices, has 
been offered for rent by the 
district council at an annual 
rent of £25,500.

Electrical fault 
sparks factory fire 

FIREFIGHTERS were called to a 
paper recycling factory after a fire 
broke out in a conveyer belt.

Ofsted halls school’s

PRIMARY school teachers, 
pupils and parents are cele¬ 
brating after Government 
inspectors named it ‘good’ 
in all areas.

Diabetics face 
double the risk 

DIABETES doubles the risk of 
heart disease and strokes, a study 
has shown - but scientists are still 
uncertain why. 

The new findings by Cambridge 
University researchers confirm 
diabetes is strongly associated 
with disorders linked to the health 
of blood vessels. 

One in 10 deaths from heart and 
artery diseases - about 325,000 a 
year in all the industrialised 
countries combined - are thought 
to be due to diabetes. 

But only a small fraction of the 
harmful effects can be explained 
by known risk factors including 
high levels of blood fats, high 
blood pressure, and obesity, the 
research showed. 

Scientists also found higher-than- 
average blood sugar levels in 
people without diabetes were only 
weakly related to cardiovascular 
disease. High blood sugar is the 
key hazard of diabetes, 

The findings suggest diabetes also 
damages blood vessels in other 
ways. 

An international group led by 
Cambridge University scientists 
found having diabetes roughly 
doubled the risk of heart disease 
or different kinds of stroke. 

Dr Nadeem Sarwar, one of the 
Cambridge scientists, said: “Our 
findings highlight the need for 
better prevention of diabetes 
coupled with greater investigation 
of the mechanisms by which 
diabetes increases the risk of 
cardiovascular disease.” 

Reflection sets 
curtains alight 

CURTAINS burst into flames when 
a mirror reflected the sun’s rays 
onto them. 

The blaze happened at a house on 
Lower End in Swaffham Prior on 
Tuesday last week but it was out by 
the time firefighters got to the 
scene. 

A fire service spokeswoman said: 
“Rays of sunlight reflected off a 
mirror can easily start a fire if they 
are directed onto a flammable 
object.”

S ITTING on her 
sofa, coffee mug 
in hand, Shona 
Johnstone is smiling 
for the camera. Eyes 
sparkling and skin 
aglow, she looks a 
picture of health and 
happiness. 

“Everyone says how well 
I look,” concedes the 
county councillor. “And 
that’s great. But I’m really 
looking forward to a time 
when people don’t rush up 
to me and say: ‘Shona! You 
look so well!’ 

“It’s wonderful that they 
care, of course. But I want 
life to get back to normal - 
and life won’t be normal 
until the day people just 
say: ‘Hello. How are you?’ 
in an ordinary way. I can’t 
wait for that day, to be 
honest.” 

In the September of 
2008, aged just 45, Shona 
was diagnosed with breast 
cancer. Since then, she has 
endured months of 
chemo, a mastectomy, 
radiotherapy, numerous 
drug treatments and, most 
recently, surgery to 
remove her ovaries. It has, 
she admits, been a real 
rollercoaster. But, after it 
all, she’s still here - and 
she’s looking to the future. 
“I still think about

to: the day I don’t even 
think about it. But it’s like 
any other aspect of life: 
your children, your 
job.. .You can’t help 
thinking about them. 

“And there are 
reminders; there will 
always be reminders: 
when I get in the shower I 
can see the scars. But I’m 
very positive. People often 
say to me: ‘Weren’t you 
frightened?’ and I can 
honestly say: ‘No’. At no 
point in the process did I 
feel afraid of dying. It 
might sound odd, but 
that’s a strangely 
reassuring thing.” 

Shona got involved in 
local politics after 
spending years in the civil 
service; after moving to 
the Cambridgeshire village 
of Over in the late 1980s, 
she first stood for election 
for the Conservatives in 
1993. 

“For the first couple of 
years I didn’t particularly 
enjoy it,” admits the 
mother-of-three. “But 
then I started to feel I 
could really make a 
difference and I got 
hooked. Sometimes you 
can’t help people, that’s 
true, but sometimes you 
can - and that’s a great 
thing.” 


In her time as 
councillor, Shona has held 
numerous posts; by 
coincidence, when she 
was diagnosed with 
cancer she was among the 
non-execs at 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital. 

“For quite a long time, I 
didn’t know I was ill; I’m 
not very good at knowing 
when I’m unwell,” says 
Shona, topping up her 
coffee and settling back on 
the sofa. “I had this 
niggling under my right 
arm. I’d been doing a lot of 
gardening and I thought I 
must have pulled a muscle 
or something. 

Occasionally it felt as if I’d 
got a golf ball tucked 
under my arm, even 
though there was nothing 
there.” 

Going on a summer 
holiday with an old friend 
- godmother to one of her 
sons - Shona says her 
friend was awaiting biopsy 
results at the time; on 
returning from the trip, 
she was confirmed to have 
breast cancer. “I thought I 
was having sympathy 
pains,” Shona adds, with a 
wry smile. “But it made me 
think I ought to get it 
checked out - so I did.” 

Referred to the 
Addenbrooke’s breast 


clinic, Shona discovered, 
after scans, that her right 
breast was actually 
cancer-free - but she had a 
5cm tumour in her left 
breast. 

“I could see it on the 
screen,” she remembers. 

“It was very obvious. But, 
at that stage, they simply 
told me there were 
‘worrying changes’ and 
they’d do a biopsy. 

“I went back to get the 
results that Friday. I’ll 
always remember that 
day: it was one of those 
beautiful autumn days, 
with a clear blue sky and 
not a breath of wind. 

“That’s when they told 
me: ‘It is cancer.’ It was 
very odd. I went into a 
kind of denial, I think; in 
some ways, I don’t think 
I’ve ever accepted it. I 
went outside, sat in the car 
and thought I ought to 
make a few phone calls... 
After I’d called my 
husband, my sister, my 
mum, I thought: ‘What do 
I do now? Go home and 
mope? Or go to work?’ I’d 
got a meeting in the diary, 
so I thought I ought to go 
to work - and I did.” 

Throughout all the 
treatment which followed, 
Shona never stopped 
working. She had to cut 


back a bit, admittedly, 
excusing herself from 
evening meetings. But at 
no point did she decide to 
stop. 

“For one thing, it never 
really occurred to me,” she 
says. “And, for another, I 
wanted to keep things as 
normal as possible for the 
children.” 

Breaking the news to 
her three Idds - now 16,15 
and 13 - was, Shona 
admits, one of the 
toughest times. Her 
daughter was, she recalls, 
most upset; one of her 
friend’s mothers was 
nearing the end of her 
battle with breast cancer 
and, tragically, it had been 
declared terminal. 

“That made it more 
frightening for her,” says 
Shona. “But I told her I’d 
be fine. My youngest, 
who’d just turned 12, also 
got upset at one point. I 
asked him: ‘Are you 
frightened I might die?’ 
and he said: ‘Yes.’ I replied: 
‘Well, I’m not going to die, 
so don’t worry.’” 

Praising the

into her lymph nodes, so 
chemotherapy was 
prescribed first; the aim 
was to kill off the 
spreading cells and also 
shrink the original breast 
tumour. 

“It’s funny,” recalls 
Shona. “You go from never 
being in hospital to being 
there all the time. The 
treatment takes over your 
life... For someone who 
likes to be in control, 
which I do, for things to be 
completely out of your 
control is very unnerving. 

“I remember coming 
home one day and 
thinking: ‘OK, I’ve had 
enough. I want to get off 
this roundabout.’ But 
that’s not how it works. You 
have to keep going.” 

Given six cycles of 
chemotherapy, with 
treatments at three-week 
intervals, Shona soon got 
into a routine - which 
involved a lunch with 
girlfriends pre-chemo, 
followed by a weekend 
spent in bed. 

The side-effects of 
chemo included nausea, 
constipation, exhaustion 
and, rues Shona, going off 
random foods and drinks, 
including coffee and 
parsnips. 

“It was when my hair 
came out that I really 
started to look ill,” she 
continues. “I remember 
looking in the mirror and 
thinking: ‘Is that me?’ I got 
my hair cut really short 
beforehand, so it wouldn’t 
seem so bad; it actually fell 
out over a weekend. The 
children didn’t like seeing 
me without hair, so I wore 
a wig. And I’m also very 
bloody-minded: I didn’t 
want anyone to knowhow 
awful I was feeling.” 

The worst thing was, 
adds Shona, the bone- 
aching tiredness. “I’d 
struggle to stay awake 
after about 7.30pm,” she 
remembers. “There were 
times when I felt so awful I 
wanted to be dead. I didn’t 
want to go through the 
hassle of dying, I just 
wanted to be dead. The 
physical side of treatment 
was quite straightforward, 


psychologically it was 
harder.” 

Shona confesses that, 
on one particular Sunday 
morning, she “completely 
lost it”. Liking to keep the 
house neat and tidy - one 
small thing, she explains, 
that was still within her 
control - a misplaced 
magazine and some 
abandoned clothes proved 
the final straw: after 
throwing everything she 
could lay her hands on out 
into the garden (including 
the laundry basket), she 
stormed out of the house. 
“I can laugh about it now,” 
she says, “but at the time it 
was not funny...” 

On completing chemo, 
Shona was given a very 
welcome six-week break 
before her surgery. But, 
instead of recovering, her 
health suddenly took a 
sharp turn for the worse; it 
transpired that her white 
blood cell count had 
plummeted dangerously 
low, leaving her vulnerable 
to infection. 

“Feeling grotty” and 
running a temperature, 
Shona had developed a 
chest infection, doctors 
initially thought. But the 
following week, after a day 
trip to London for work, 
her condition dramatically 
deteriorated. 

“I was tender all over, in 
agony,” she recounts. “My 
blood pressure was 
dropping, so I felt very 
faint... I was just feeling 
worse and worse.” 

Because of a norovirus 
outbreak on the wards, 
Shona was admitted to 
hospital via the A&E 
department. With thick 
snow on the ground 
outside, she remembers 
“lots of people coming in 
with broken legs”. 

“That was one of those 
moments when I just 
wanted to be dead,” says 
Shona. 

“They discovered I had 
glandular fever. I went 
quite yellow and my skin 
was all puffy: I looked like 
a yellow Michelin man.” 

When Shona finally had 
her surgery it fell, she 
laughs, on Friday 13. 


Opting to have a 
simultaneous 
reconstruction, using a 
flap of stomach tissue, she 
was in theatre for more 
than 11 hours-an 
agonising wait for her 
husband, Roderick. 

Shona recovered with 
impressive speed. When 
she was discharged, all 
four of her siblings came 
to visit; it was the first time 
they’d all been together for 
30 years. 

Shona had broken the 
news of her diagnosis to 
constituents by writing a 
piece in the local 
newsletter. 

Radiotherapy followed, 
then regular doses of the 
anti-cancer drugs 
herceptin and tamoxifen. 
The final hurdle was 
surgery to remove her 
ovaries (because her 
cancer was an oestrogen 
sensitive strain), which 
took place this spring. 

Still having regular 
checks, Shona is now 
cancer-free and is, as ever, 
throwing herself into work, 
family and social life. 
Among other things she’s 
just become a trustee of 
Red Balloon in Cambridge, 
a school for children 
who’ve struggled in 
mainstream education. 
And she hasn’t ruled out 
one day standing for 
Parliament: “Never say 
never”. 

Last week she took to 
the streets of Edinburgh 
for the annual Moonwalk, 
held to raise cash for 
breast cancer charities. 

“It’s not about me,” she 
says. “It’s about doing 
something for other 
people who are living with 
cancer.” 

“When I look back, I do 
feel incredibly lucky,” adds 
Shona. 

“No, it hasn’t always 
been easy. But I’m still 
here - and I feel really 
positive about the future.”

trading standards officer, said: 
“CRASBOs are a very rare 
occurrence and this is only 
the second one ever issued 
following a Suffolk Trading 
Standards investigation. 

“It shows just how seriously 
both Trading Standards and 
the courts have taken this 
case. 

“This is a successful 
prosecution of an individual 
who has targeted an elderly 
lady, who lives alone, and 
deliberately lied to persuade 
her to agree to have work 
carried out at her home. 

“She has been left feeling 
misled and ripped off, but far 


worse is the fact she now feels 
vulnerable in her own home." 

She said Bryan, who is in 
his 40s, could face jail if he 
breaches the CRASBO. 

The court heard that 
trading standards were alert¬ 
ed after Bryan cold-called the 
woman in April last year and 
said he had done the same 
work for her next door neigh¬ 
bour. 

Bryan was caught after 
trading standards implement¬ 
ed their ‘rapid response’ 
procedure and went to the 
lady’s home as soon as they 
were alerted. He was then 
arrested by police and inter¬ 
viewed by Trading Standards 
officers. 

The investigation sub¬ 
sequently revealed that Bryan 


had not carried out any work 
at the neighbour’s house, as 
he had stated, and that he had 
been prosecuted for this type 
of offence before in Wales. 

Bryan admitted four 
charges: failure to leave a 
cancellation notice, failing to 
let her know she had the right 
to cancel the contract under 
the Consumer Protection 
from Unfair Trading Regu¬ 
lations, contravening the 
same regulations by making a 
misleading statement that he 
had done work for a neigh¬ 
bour, and failing to leave a 
business address on the 
invoice. 

Suffolk trading standards 
have warned residents to take 
precautions to avoid being 
tricked by doorstep callers. 


Brother is 
a ‘shining 
example’ 

THE brother of inspirational cancer 
sufferer Liam Fairhurst has been 
awarded a Diana Award for his 
charity work. 

Callum Fairhurst, 13, was hailed as 
a “shining example” for continuing 
Liam’s fundraising efforts for cancer 
charity CLIC Sargent following his 
brother’s death at the age of 14 in 
June last year. 

The Soham youngster has raised 
£10,000 so far and intends to raise 
another £20,000 by holding a charity 
cycle ride in September. 

Judges at the awards ceremony in 
London said he had shown “amazing 
strength of character” after his 
brother Liam’s death from cancer. 

A total of 75 young people were 
honoured at the ceremony on Monday 
for outstanding services to their 
communities. 

The Diana Award, in memory of the 
late Diana, Princess of Wales, is 
presented to young people judged to 
be “determined” to make a difference 
in their communities. 

Callum’s fundraising follows the 
incredible exploits of his brother 
Liam, who raised £320,000 for CLIC 
Sargent during his four-year battle 
with cancer. 

His courage inspired thousands 
and won him plaudits from then Prime 
Minister Gordon Brown, Prince 
William and Harry, and comedian 
Russell Brand. 



Survey is launched to counter attack of aggressive invading ladybirds 


BRITISH bugs are fighting back 
against an invasion by 
Harlequin ladybirds. 

The orange or black 
Harlequin ladybirds, which 
originate from Asia, have 
swarmed across the globe to 


become the most widespread 
ladybird species in Europe. 

Since arriving here in 2004 
they have massacred native 
insects - and also bite humans. 

But new evidence suggests 
wasps and flies, already known 


to attack our native ladybirds, 
can also kill off the Harlequins. 

They usually do it by laying 
eggs in the pupae of ladybirds, 
emerging instead of the 
ladybirds. 

Now a survey has been 


launched by Cambridge 
University, the Centre for 
Ecology and Hydrology and 
the BBC Breathing Places 
campaign for schools. 

Participants have to find 
ladybird pupae, take samples 


home in containers with a 
clear lid and check every day 
for progress. 

A ladybird will usually 
emerge in one to two weeks 
but if it has been attacked, the 
grub will emerge instead. 


Crime fight goes 
on Facebook page 

AN angry homeowner has set up 
his own crime-fighting Facebook 
page - because he is fed up with 
the police. 

Long-suffering Mick Smith, 45, 
and his neighbours endured two 
years of bullying and abuse from 
local yobs in crime hotspots 
across Newmarket. 

The father-of-one reached 
breaking point when louts 
smashed into his car and stole his 
stereo on May 19. 

Mick posted details of the attack 
on his Facebook page and was 
inundated with messages of 
support from friends and 
neighbours. 

Fie decided social networking sites 
were the best place to exchange 
information that might lead to 
arrests, and set up a dedicated 
group. 

Now Newmarket’s Facebook 
Neighbourhood Watch group has 
90 members, who are alerted to 
crime hotspots across the town. 
Mick said: “We act as a support 
group to look after the 
community.” 

Weather warning 
for dog owners 

ANIMAL lovers are being warned 
not to put their pets at risk during 
hot weather. 

With temperatures continuing to 
rise, the RSPCA is reminding dog 
owners not to leave their pets in 
cars, conservatories or caravans 
while they enjoy the sunshine. 

In 2009, the RSPCA was contacted 
more than 4,670 times about dogs 
being left in cars. 

It has already received more than 
1,400 calls from concerned mem¬ 
bers of the public this year, with 
that figure looking set to rise. 
RSPCA chief veterinary advisor 
Mark Evans said: “If you leave your 
dog in a car, caravan or 
conservatory during the summer 
you are putting your much-loved 
pet at risk, it’s as simple as that. 
“Every year, we ask pet owners the 
same thing and remind them of the 
dangers posed but we still get 
thousands of calls from people who 
are concerned about animal welfare 
in the warm weather.” 

The temperature inside a car can 
soar to 47C when the outside 
temperature is just 22C. 

Owners found to have caused 
unnecessary suffering to an animal 
can be prosecuted, with penalties 
of up to £20,000 and a six-month 
custodial sentence. 

£12m boost for 
university 

A £12 million funding boost will 
allow Anglia Ruskin University to 
offer places to more than 500 extra 
students this summer. 

The welcome windfall comes from 
the Higher Education Funding 
Council for England (HEFCE). 

The cash from the £270 million 
university modernisation fund will 
allow the institution, which has a 
campus in Cambridge, to create 
540 full-time places for September, 
including 50 on foundation 
degrees. 

Of the contribution, £7 million will 
be given directly by HEFCE, while 
an additional £5 million will come 
to Anglia Ruskin through 
associated tuition fees over the next 
three years. 

HEFCE funding for these new 
entrants will be provided for one 
year only, and has been welcomed 
by the university as “exceptionally 
good news”.

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Refuge in 
Quartet 
for ‘old 
duffers’ 


S UCCESS onstage can be 
a terrible thing. Although 
wonderful while it lasts, 
once the applause has petered 
out, the looks have faded and 
the fame has dwindled, what 
do the stars of yesteryear have 
to live for? 

This is the question asked by 
Ronald Harwood in Quartet, which 
has been revived for a national tour. 

Quartet is set in a retirement home 
for superannuated opera singers. 

Their voices have long gone, their 
careers done and dusted. All that the 
inmates, as they refer to themselves, 
have to fall back on is memories, and 
one another’s company, not to 
mention the maintenance of an old 
operatic hierarchy which keeps them 
segregated from mere chorus singers. 

This routine they quietly enjoy until 
a newcomer puts noses out of joint. 
Not only does Jean, a very grand 


former soprano, flatly refuse to 
perform the quartet from Rigoletto at 
the home’s annual Verdi celebration, 
she also, it turns out, used to be 
married to one of the residents, who 
is still carefully licking his wounds. 

The inspiration for Quartet came to 
Harwood when he saw a BBC 
documentary called Tosca’s Last Kiss, 
about a retirement home near Milan. 

“It was about Verdi’s home near 
Milan, which he left for old opera 
singers and musicians. It was a most 
moving film and years later it came 
back to me as an idea for a play. I was 
very flattered when I went to see the 
Italian production in Milan and the 
president of the Verdi home said to 
me, did I go there to do research?” 

The play was first performed in 
1999 to great success. Timothy West, 
who is in the revival cast, remembers 
chortling when he saw it. 

“But to look at it in a slightly 
different angle might be interesting,” 



he says. “I think it’s a slightly more 
serious play than it was treated as 
before. Possibly because I’m getting a 
bit older myself.” 

West plays Wilfred, still lively 
despite the recent loss of his wife of 
35 years. There is certainly enough 
darkness to chew on, including 
loneliness, poverty, dementia and 
death. But Susannah York, on reading 
the play, found the whole thing “a 
charming subject”. 

She plays the splendid Jean, a 
great diva now hobbling on a stick 
until she gets a new hip. “They’re all 
quite fractious,” she says, “but the 
spark of real humanity keeps going.” 

Although age’s indignities are a 


common experience for everyone, all 
the cast agree that there is something 
particularly pointed about the play for 
members of their profession, even if 
they’re not actual singers. 

“It is about losing fame, losing your 
skills and how do you cope with that,” 
says Gwen Taylor, who plays Cissy, 
an old mezzo who is gaily losing her 
marbles. 

“Do you continue to see yourself 
as an important star or do you let it 
fade away and forget about it?” 

The fear of not being remembered 
gnaws away at older actors. “Casting 
directors are very young nowadays 
and have quite short memories,” 
remarks West, who made his name 


as Edward VII on television before 
many casting directors were born. 

“You may think you’ve done a lot in 
your life but the people who might 
employ you have never even heard of 
you. Or think you’re already dead.” 

Fortunately for Quartet’s quartet, 
Harwood’s play is a perfect vehicle 
for the senior thespian. That and its 
universal subject must explain its 
popularity abroad. The next set of 
anxieties arrives when the cast get to 
the rehearsal room. 

“The characters have anxiety about 
memory,” says York, “It gets more 
difficult as you get older. That is very 
familiar for many actors. Underneath 
the bravado, the fear of not being able 


to work is something that I think all 
older people feel.” 

Harwood recalls that anxiety during 
the first preview of the play in 
Guildford. “I said to my wife, ‘Well, 
this won’t come into London: they’ll 
never know it. And on the first night it 
was faultless. Actors are very 
extraordinary beings.” 

For the cast of Quartet, work has 
happily not dried up either. 

“Somebody’s got to play the old 
duffers,” says West.

The big film 


GET HIM TO THE GREEK (15,109 
mins) Comedy. Russell Brand,

SUPPORTING characters can make a 
film. 

James Bond wouldn’t have his licence 
to thrill without diabolical villains Jaws 
and Oddjob or alluring sex kittens 
Honey Ryder and Pussy Galore. 

Darth Vader’s heavy breathing booms 
across the Star Wars universe and 
Batman would be little more than a 
bored billionaire in a fancy dress 
without the demented Joker. 

Gollum was precious to the Lord Of 
The Rings trilogy and Stanley 
Kubrick’s 2001: A Space Odyssey 
wouldn’t be quite as epic without 
omnipresent computer HAL-9000. 
However, these characters linger on 
the periphery for a reason: we love 
their eccentricities in small, 
concentrated doses. 

Get Him To The Greek foolishly 
promotes a supporting player - 
Russell Brand’s egotistical rock star 
Aldous Snow from the 2008 
relationship comedy Forgetting Sarah 
Marshall-to centre stage in his own 
film. You can have too much of a good 
thing and we have our fill of Aldous’s 
sexist outbursts well before the first 
hour. 



After years of dizzying success, 
Aldous releases the album African 
Child, which is lambasted by critics. 
One deems it the third worst thing to 
happen to Africa after war and famine. 
Soon after, the singer breaks up with 
girlfriend Maggie Q (Byrne) and falls 
into disrepute in London. 

During a pitch meeting with crazed 
record company supremo Sergio 
(Combs), underling Aaron Green (Hill) 
hits upon the brilliant idea of a 10th 
anniversary comeback concert to 
celebrate Snow’s most famous live 
outing at the legendary Greek Theater 
in Los Angeles. 

Despite initial reservations, Sergio 
eventually agrees and issues his 
minion with an ultimatum: “From the 
moment you touch down, you have 
72 hours to get Aldous Snow to the 
Greek.” 


Unfortunately, Aldous loves to party, 
leading to a series of debauched 
encounters that jeopardise Aaron’s 
relationship with his girlfriend Daphne 
(Moss). 

Get Him To The Greek is a filthy- 
minded road movie pairing a sweet, 
lovable everyman with a swaggering 
lech, who asks for Aaron’s honest 
opinion of African Child and when he 
gets it, responds icily, “There’s a layer 
of respect, admittedly, for your 
truthfulness, but it’s peppered with 
hate.” 

Rapport between the leads is 
lukewarm, giving Combs the 
opportunity to scene steal as the 
bullish music maven with a large 
family to support. 

Writer-director Nicholas Stoller 
contrives some sporadically hilarious 
sequences including a hallucinogenic 
brawl at a Las Vegas casino, and the 
songs and music videos for Aldous 
and Jackie Q are a foul-mouthed 
delight. 

However, he also pads out the running 
time with dull interludes such as 
Aldous’ reunion with his father 
(Meaney) and a threesome involving 
Daphne that leaves us feeling 
uncomfortable. 

Like the LP which takes the lustre off 
Aldous’s glittering career, Get Him To 
The Greek hits too many bum notes.

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Welcome rainfall brings 
out some tough culprits

S UMMER showers 
always perk up 
plants, but rainfall at 
this time of year is a 
double-edged sword. 

Yes, showers are good for the 
garden, plants look refreshed 
and a heavy downpour saves 
masses of time on watering, 
but they also bring out slugs, 
snails and, worst of all, weeds. 

No sooner have you weeded 
the beds and borders during a 
fine spell, than you’ll have to 
do it again following a 
downpour, as seedlings emerge 
and difficult perennial weeds 
such as ground elder, couch 
grass and bindweed do their 
worst, climbing up plants or 
spreading their underground 
roots so they are virtually 
impossible to eradicate. 

Of course, the answer with 
annual weeds is to hoe 
regularly between your beloved 
shrubs and edibles, cutting the 
weed seedlings off before they 
really take hold. If you let them 
flower you’ll regret it as they’ll 
shed seed everywhere and 
reappear later on, giving you 
more work. 

But perennial weeds are the 
true bugbear of the gardener. If

you have an issue with 
bindweed, digging out what 
you can on a regular basis will 
reduce the problem but it won’t 
kill it, as the rhizomes are deep 
and easily break into 
fragments, each of which 
produces a new plant. 

Ground elder is another 
invasive nuisance, its 
underground rhizomes taking 
hold and often smothering 
those of neighbouring plants. It 
can also spread by seed. 

Hoeing and digging is 
difficult because of its habit of 
creeping among the plants you 
want to keep. 

The other bane of the 
gardener’s life is couch grass, its 
strong spikes always appearing 
where you don’t want them, 
among plants in beds and 
borders. They are difficult to 


eradicate but not impossible as 
the rhizomes are quite shallow 
and you can loosen the soil and 
gently follow the trail of the 
rhizome without breaking it, 
pulling out long intact lengths 
of it. 

Pearlwort is another defiant 
perennial weed which seems to 
have made its way into my 
garden over the years. It is 
commonly found on paths or 
in closely-mown grass and is 
often mistaken for moss, but it 
spreads out and produces tiny 
white flowers. 

As it doesn’t grow much 
above ground level and 
because it roots as it spreads, 
it’s almost impossible to 
eradicate because if you try to 
pull it out some pieces of stem 
and root will be left behind, 
which will then come back. 

The best way to tackle it is to 
put a thick mulch over it. 

With many perennial weeds, 
you’ll either need to cover 
them with a weed-suppressing 
membrane or treat them on a 
dry, still day with systemic 
weedkiller, which will be 
ingested by the plant and so kill 
its roots. After a few weeks you 
should be able to dig up and 
dispose of the dead roots, 
although you must remain 


vigilant and deal with any 
weeds which may return if you 
missed a bit. 

Of course, there are 
measures which will deter 
weeds. A thick mulch (at least 
10cm (4in) deep) between 
plants in borders, and good 
ground cover plants such as 
hardy geraniums will all help. 
Alternatively you could cover 
bare, moist soil with clear 
plastic in summer so that the 
surface soil gets hot - scorching 
and killing weed seeds. 

If your borders are awash 
with perennial weeds, you may 
have to think about starting 
again. Dig up all the plants you 
want to keep and plant them in 
a temporary spot or in a pot, 
cover the soil in the border 
with a layer of old carpet and 
wait for the weeds to die. It will 
take patience, perhaps a year 
or more, but it’ll be worth it. 

BEST OF THE BUNCH 
Penstemon 

Voted the plant of the month 
for June by the Horticultural 
Trades Association, 
penstemons were first 
popularised in the UK by 
Victorian plant-hunters such 
as David Douglas, and have 
since been hybridised in 


nurseries providing the many 
cultivars that are now firmly 
established as stars of the 
summer border. Whether you 
choose E ‘Garnet’, ’Firebird’ or 
‘Port Wine’, penstemons are 
incredibly easy to grow and 
only require a little care and 
attention from time to time. 

Their main requirement is 
good drainage and a sunny 


position in the garden. They 
can be grown either in a border 
or in decorative containers to 
be placed on the patio or by the 
front door. Most penstemons 
are hardy, have a bushy habit 
and flower through summer to 
autumn. The majority of 
cultivars can also survive a 
British winter if the crown is 
protected with a dry mulch.

Fanshawe said: “He ran a 
screamer and is obviously the 
leading three-year-old sprinter in 
Europe at the moment. 

“It was such a big run that 
there has to be a slight concern 
running back just three weeks 
later. His owner - Simon Gibson - 
is from Exning and is keen to run, 
but we will play it by ear. 

“If he is okay then he will go. At 


the moment he seems well, so we 
will take it from there.” 

Fleeting Spirit led home the 
group on the far rail on her 
seasonal bow in that race, but 
trainer Jeremy Noseda believed 
she would have fared no better 
than second had the flying filly 
been drawn near to the winner. 
“We will find out if she can 
improve on that next Friday,” he 
said. 


“She will improve 5-7lb from 
her first run to her second as she 
was a little further behind than I 
wanted going into the race. 

“She had work on her front 
ankles through the winter and 
was a little behind." 

The five-year-old was 
partnered by Tom Queally when 
scooping last year’s July Cup and 
although the Irishman is in the 
frame again, Noseda is keeping 


his cards close to his chest 
regarding jockey plans. 

“Tom rode her last year, and 
both Ryan Moore and Frankie 
Dettori have offered their 
services, but in my mind I have 
set a way to go,” said Noseda. 

"When you have jockeys of the 
calibre of Ryan and Frankie 
available, you cannot dismiss 
them lightly." 

Noseda also has another string
